FROM TEXAS. 

Dates to the 10th ult. have been received from 
Galveston. Gov, Runnells, Collector of the Cus- 
toms for the district of Texas, and imapector of the 
revenue for the port of Galveston, gives notice that 
Galveston ia the only port of entry im Texas, and that 
consequently all artivals {rom foreign ports musi be 
reported there, and all dates on importations must 
be paid at that port only. There are between 
thirty and fifty houses—brick and frame—going up 
in Galveston. Property has advanced in the cit: 
50 per cent. within the last six montha. Arcording 
te the Civilian, i would appear that near six thou- 
sand emigrants arrived at that place within the ten 
months ending on the ist of January bast. 

A report had reached Corpus Christi to the effect 
that Chihuahua and some of the adjoining States 
had declared their imdepeadence to the Mexican Go- 
vernment, and ave determined to maintain « sepe- 
rate confederacy.
